Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claim 1 , the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method for detecting 
and classifying impurities in longitudinally moving inspection material of textile fibers having 
the steps of eliminating the values for the deviations according to a predefined rule except for 
values of one property, ascertaining a value for the deviation resulting from values of the 
remaining property, and value for the length of the deviation on the inspection material and 
classifying the impurity according to the deviation and length values, and in combination with 
the other recited limitations of claim 1. Claims 2-8 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on 
the allowed claim 1 .
